‘ ttie W by ahipwTCck of liifi printing paper rendered it neceaoary to 
! ileftff the commenoeinent of the work tili to war da the end^ of the 
year. The one delay and the other havo enabled him to give tho 

(runalntion repented iwiriotifl. 

The Book of Poetry was tranalaicd into Latin about the year 17S3, 
by Father Lachunne, of the Society of Jeaua, but roraalned in 
inmiuscript till 1830, when it was eilitod by M. Jnlo* Mobl, one of

powmL Ho has oerUinly spared no labour on the transhuiou, or on 
tb« ttcoompanytiig notes and the proh^gonumi, to make it as perfect 
Ht li« could iitiaiii lo. 

Onw great di Acuity whk'h a tnfrfifilft'tor Of the Book of Poetry lio* 
to cODtund witli is thfr iiawies of die pbmU, bJrda, (][UAdru|v«dst 6sh^p 
and'inaccta, with which it abounds. To have transferred thew to 
hia tranaUtion, sa Lacharme did, would have greatly ahridgud the 
autbor's labour, but would liave been, be couemved, dmppoinung 
to hia readera He endeavoured, therefore^ to make oul from the 
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descriptjons of nut! ye wntera what the pkfittt &>q., really were; 
and 5n tl'is i(H|uiry he dwrlvcd greitt assistsoce from Dr. J, C. 
Rephurn of Y^ikohama. Having sent lo tliat gentlemaji a copy of 
the Jaiwnese plates to the Boofe of Poetry, described on p. 380 of 
the proliigomena, he was kind eitou^ to go over the whole, along 
with Mr. Kmrner, an English botaniatj juvd in tills way a great many 
plains and animul* at which there had been only guesses before have 
been identified. Where the Identification could not be made ou^ the 
autSior has translaiud the names by some synonynit 6:*om the Pun- 
la'aou or otlier Wirrk, which could coiiventencly b« given In English. 
Tliere remain still a low names of plants and trees which he has been 
obliged to transfer. It is tc be hoped that sinologues penetrating 
to their habitat In the Interior of the oountry will shortly succeed 
in Identifying them. 

The auihof has to acknowledge anew his obligations to the Eev, 
Mr. Chalmet* for the indexes of Subjects and Proper names. The 
liidux of subjects is fuller tlnui (lie eomspotidtng indexes to the 
previous volumes, and the auchar has been sitruck with iu accuracy 
and completeness in preparing the chapters of the prolegomena. Ho 
has also made the index of Chinese characters and phrases, at the 
request of several friends, more exteiisU-e, as regards tho reiereuces, 
than formerly. 

Mr. Frederick Stewart, Head master of the Government schools, 
has again given his efficient help tii correcting the preofi; es also 
the Rev. F. S, Turner of the London Misstonary Society, Even 
with their help and hia owu aiuidnoiis attention, it has not been 
possible entirely to avoid typo^phical iniatjakes. They will be 
found, however, to be few and on imports nL 

Volume V., containing the Ch*un Ta'ew, with the commentary 
and narratives of Teo K*8w>ioing oomplelOi has been for re vend 
months in the priuteEa* hands, and will be^ U ia hoped, ready for 
publication, ui the autumn of next year.

L Sse-Ria Ts'^n, b fab memoir of Confucius suyg! —*Tfae old 
poema amounted I to more than 3,000. OonfuQiua reroovod thoao 
which were only repetitlona of otfaen, and aeleoted those wfai<di 
trf CMniTTY be serriceabte for the meutestioo of pro- 

f prietY and ri^hfobunioaa. Ascending as hig^ aa 
Si^ aiid HoW'taeih, and deaoondiog through the prosperona eras of 
ITui and Chow to the times of decudcnce under kings Ygw and Lo, 
he selected in all 305 pieceo, which he sang over to hb lute, to bring 
thorn into accordnneo with the mudea] of the Shaou, the liToo, 
the Ya, and the Sung.' This b the first notice which we have of any 
eompilotion of the ancient poems by Gonfuctus^ and from it malnty 
nra deriveil oil the autisequent statetnents on the Bahject.

wiiidi irure Gxistlitg, ani] made a copy of them. Then ConfuciDB 
expurgated them; ami going up to the Sheng dynasty, and coming 
down to the State of l«oo, lie compiietl altogether SOO pieces.** 
Gow-ysngSiiw (jL». I,00(i—I,0Tl) endeavours to state particu* 
Inrly what the work of expurgation perfonned by Confucius was. 
*Kot only/ Sax'S he, *did the sage reject whole poems, but from 
othen he rejected one or more stansas; from stanzas he rejected one 
or more linos; and from lines he rejected one or more characten.** 
Choo He (h,ix 1,1 $0—1,200^, whose own cLaasical Work on the 
Eook of Poetty appeared in a.ti. 1,1TS, declined to express htm< 
self positively on the t^uestion of the expurgation of the odes, but 
sumined up his view of what Confudus did for them in the follow¬ 
ing words;—‘Poems hsul ceased to be made and collected, and those 
which were extant were full of errors and wanting in arrangement 
When Confucius returned from Wei to Loo, h« l^ught with him 
the odes which he hud goiien in other States, and digested them, 
along with thov* wltich were to be found in Loo, Into a collection 
of 300 piecea'* 

1 have not been able to find endunee sitstaining these representa¬ 
tions, and propose now to submit to the reader the grounds which

that, before the hirth ofConfudua, the Book of Poetry exisfed sub* 
atantlally the aamc as It wiw at Hb death, and that, while he may 
have somewhat altered the arrangement of us Books and odes, the 
principal service which he rendered to it was not tliat of compUatum, 
but ibe impulse to the study of it which he committiieated to hU 
disciples. Tim discrepancy In the number of the odes as given in 
the above staiemettts will be touched on In a note. 

k. If we place Ts'Sens composlUoTi of the memoir of Confucius 
in B.C, JOO,* nearly four hundred yearn wUl thus have elapsed be- 
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twe«Ti the death of the «ge and any ahatemeut W tbc efieol tliat be

■wa i M u twi fThe manrel is that suoh was not the case. But in 
the ‘Narraiivea of the Statee,*^' a Work attributed by smiio to Tso 
K‘Uw-iiiing/ there occur quotalionB from 31 poems, made bv stetesr 
men and others, all anterior to Confucius; and of those poems U 
cannot be pleaded that more than two are not in the present 
Cbusic, while of those two one U an ode of it quoted under another 
name. Furtlier^ in the Tso Chuen,* certainly the work of Too K'dw- 
ming, and a most viUuable supplement to Confucius' own Work of 
the Ghhin T8‘Sw, we hove quotations from not fuwer than 219 
poems; and of thiae only thirleen are not fottird in the Classic. 
Thui of 250 poems current iu Chiuii befure the supposwi compila* 
tion of the Book of Poetty, iSfl afu found in and only U are 
absent. To use the words of Chaou Yih,® a sahoUr of the pr^euc 
dynasty, of the fieriod K'Seft-iung l,T36—1,733}, * If the poemn 

existing in Confucius* time had been more than 3,000, the quota¬ 
tions found in these two Booka of [»ocina now lost should have been 
ten times os numerous as the qiiotatlons from tlic 305 pieces said to 
have been preserved by hiin, whereas they ore ouly between a 
twenty-first and twenty-second port of the exEating pieces. This is 
sufficient to show that Ts'Sen's statemeni U not worthy of credit,’'® 
1 have made the widest possible induction from all existing Becords 
in which there ore quotatione of poems made naterior to Confudu^ 
and the eonelusioD to which i have been brought ta altogether con¬ 
firmatory of that deduced from the Works of Too K'6w-mLag. If 
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ConfiictuB diJ make any oompilftlion of pi>cm*» he bad no*uob work 
of rejection and eacpiifgation to do w ia commonly imagined. 

But I believe myeelf tbot he did no work at all to wbiob 
the nnrne of compiUdon cam properly be epplied, but simply adopt¬ 
ed nn existing coUecdon of poemi consbling of 305, of ot moat of 

B.SZrflS.5; piece*, or the esiatence of Uie Book 

of Poetry before ConfuciuB, digested under four divwiona, and much 
in the same order aa at present, there may be advanced the follow- 
iug proofs:—- 

First, ill ibc * Official Book of Chow,* we are told that it belonged 
to the grand-master *to teach the air classea of poems,—the i^tny, 
with their descriptive, mctapliorical, and sllumve pieces, the Fa, and 
the Sun^.^^ Mr Wylie aays that the quesiion of the genuineness^ of 
the Official Book may be cousidered aa act at real sluce the inquiry 
into it by Choo He, and that U is to be accepted as a work of tbe 
duke of Chow, or some other sage of the Chow dynasty,^* TjVUhout 
eommitdng myself to any opinion on this point, aa 1 find the passage 
just quoted in the Preface to (he Sht (of s'lilch I shall treat in the 
iicst chapter), 1 cannot but accept iV as hovlng been cun^ot before 
Confucius; and thus we have a distinct reference to a collection of 
pocma, earltcr than hb time, with the same division into Parta, and 
the same claasificatioit of the pieces in those Parts. 

Second, in Pert IL of the 514#, Book vL, ode 15.,—an ode aaaigaeJ 
to the dme of king YiSw, ft,c. 780—770, we have the words, 

* They aiug the Fu und the Xttn^ 

Dancing to their flatea withouf error.* 

So early then as the 8th century before our era, there was a col- 
lectian of poems, of which some boru the neine of the which 
there is nothing to forbid our supposing to have been the Chow- 
non, and the SItaou-nan, forming the first Books of the first 
Psrtof the present classic, ofECZi spoken of logetherestlie Kan; and 
of which others bore the name of the Vb, being probably tile carfier 
pieces which now eompose a large portion of tlm second and third 
Paria 
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Third, Irt tlic rtftrrutives of T»o K‘fiw-ining, tind«r tho 29th yr*r 
of duke SiJuug, »-C. 54S, when Corifucitw was only « or ft yeara old, 
we have an accooni of a visit to the court of Loo by an envoy from 
Woo, an eminent slatosuian of the lime, and of great teaming. We 
are told that, as he wished to hear the amstc of Chow, which he 
could do better in Loo than in any other State, they sang to him the 
odes of the Chow-nan and the Shaou-uan; those of P*m, Vwn^ and 
Wet oftheBoyal domaint ofCh'iog; ofTa*e; of Pinj of Tain; of 
Wei; of T*ang; of Ch'Ln; of Kwei; and of Ts'eou. They sang to him 
abo the odes of tlie Minor Ya and the Greater Ya; end they sang final¬ 
ly the pieces of tlie Sung. We have here exbting in the boyhood of 

Coefudua, before ho had set his mind on leaming,** what we may 
call the prmeat Book of Poetry, with its Fung, its Ya, and its Sung. 
Tiie od«s of the Fung were in 15 Books as now, with merely aome 
alight dUferencea in the order of their arrungement;—the odea of Pin 
forming the ftUi Book instead of the 15th, those of TsHn the 10th 
instead of the lltfa, those of Wei the Uih instead of the 9th, and 
those of T'ang the 12th instead of the 10th. In other resi»cta the 
existing in Loo when Confucius was a mere boy, appears to 
have been the same as that of which the compilation ha.^ been 
ascribed to him. 

Fourth, in this matter we may apjieal to the words of Confuciiti 
himself. Twice in the Analects be speaks of the odes ta a coUeetion 
consiaUng of 800 pieces,** That Work not being made on any 
prindpte of chronological order, we cannot poaiuvely asmgn those 
sayings to any particular periods of Confucius" life; but it ta I may 
■ay the unanimous opinion of the critics that they were spoken be¬ 
fore tlie time to which Sze-ma Ts*^n and Choo He refer bis special 
labour Ott the Book of Pcatiy.*® The reader may be left, wi^ the 
evidence which lias been set before bun, to form his own opinion on 
the questions discuaacd. To my own mind that evidence is decisive 
on the points^—The Book of Poetry, arranged very much n we now 
have it, was curreul in China long before the sage; and iu piecca 
were in the months of sUtesmen and scholars, coustanily quoted by 
them on fcative and other occasions. Poems not included in it there 
doubtless were, but tl«y were comparatively few. Confucius may 
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have made a coiij for the use of luniadf atid hk dkciples; but It 
docs not appear chat he rejeewd eny piece* which had beon previouaJy 
received, or admiuod any which had not previtiualy found a place 
in tlie coUectioo.

Confucius expurgated no previous Book, it k valii to try and «[woiJy 
the nature of hk expurgation a^ Gow-yang Sow dld.'^ From Sae* 
ma TB**et» weahould aupfwse ihet ihere wore no odes in the Sft# 
iater than the lime of king Le, whereas there are I K of the time of 
king liwuv* of tlfatof king SiSang^ and 2 of the time of king Ting. 
Even the Sung of Loo which are referred to by the Suy writer and 
Choo He arc not the In^t piece* in the Book. The atatemeni of 
tite former that the odes were arraugcd Ln order and copied by Ghe, 
the miiBic-master of Loo,^ rests on no aulliority but hia own;—more 
than a thousand year* after the aupposed fact* I ebult refer to it 
again, liowcver, in the next chapter. 

5 The question anses now of what Confucius rcatly did for the 
Book of Poetry, if, indeed, lie did anything at all The only thing 
from which we can hasard the sUghtOHt opiTtion on the point we 

nu Cimhidai hwii Analects, iX, xiv., 

he tolls tas:—‘I retumed from Wei to Loo, and 
then the music was reformed, and the pieces in the 
Ya and die Sung all found thetr proper places.* Tho return from 
Wei to Loo took place when the sage was in his $9th year, only 
five years before his death. He ceased from that time to rake an 
active part in political aiTaira, and sobeed himself with muslo, the 
study of the Classics, the writing of the Cb'on Ts'Sw, aitd familiar 
intercourae with ihnse of hia diaciples who still kept about hltn. 
He reformed the mn8ic,<—that to which the poems were sung; but 
wherein the reformation eoniisted we cannot tell And he gave to 
the pteoea of the Ya and the Sung their proper pkoea. The presont 
order of the Books in the Fung, slightly differing, we have eeett, 
from that which was common In hb boyhood, may also have now 
been determined by him. As to the arrangenient of the odes in the 
other Paris of the Work, we cannot say of what extent it was. 
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Wh«t »« now called the correct Y« precede the pieces calkd tlie Ya 
o/a cAa»v7«f dUwneWf' or of a degenerate age; but there is no cliro- 
notogical order in their following one another, and It will be seen, 
from the note# on the aeparete odes, that there are not a few of the 
latter dasa, which are iUnatration* of a good reign and of the ob- 
aervoBce of propriety as maefa as any of the former. In the Books 
of the Sung again, the occurrence of the Praisoeongs of Loo between 
the sacrificial odes of Chow and Shang is an anomaly for which ws 
try In vain to discover a reasonable explanation. 

6. While we cannot discover, therefore, any peculiw laboiira of 
Confucius on the Book of Poetry, and we hove it now, as will be 
shown in the next section, substantially aa he found it already tom- 
piled to bis hand, the sube«iwe3it prewrvation of it may reasonably 

be attributed to the admiration whicli beex- 
pressed for it, and the entbusiiiain for U with 

w iiM «i ti- * wh i ch be sought to Insiii re h ia d imilptis. It 

wa* one of the themes on which lie delighted to convtrree with 
them.** He taught that it is from the odea that ibe mind recelvoa 
ita beat silmulua» A man ignorant of them waa, in liia opinion, 
like one who stands with his face towarda a wall, limited in li» 
vlewfi, and unable to advance.®^ Of the two tilings which ha son 
could Bpeoify as particulnriy enjoitied on him by the sago, tbe first 
was that he should Iwrn the odii*.” In this way Con^u£)u^ probe- 
bly, contributed largely to the anbswiDcut preservation of tbe Book 
of Poetry ;—iha pfeservation of the tablets on which ihe odea were 
inaoribed, and tJie preservation of it in the rawnorica of all who 
veneroted his authority, and looked up to him as their master.

3, The Poems titared iu the calamity which ail the other das 
sical Works, excepting the Yih, suffered, when the tyrant of Ts4n 
issued his edict for their destruction. But 1 have shown, in the 
prolegomena to voL L. that only a few year* elapsed between th^e 

.t _ II execoiion of his decree and the wtahtish- 

ikiiw tiM 1 irtent of the Han dynasty, which distin¬ 


guished itself by its lobottra to restore tin; innnumeats of ancient 
literature. Tile ode were all, or vcr>' nearly alh recovered;* and 
the reason assigned for tiii* is, that their pr^rvailoii depended on 
the inemoiy of scholars more than on their Lu^ipiion upon tAblcis 
and silk.a We aSiall find reason to accept this atatement. 

S Tfiree different wxta of tlie ode* mado their appearaaoo early 
in itie Flan dyiiuaiy, known as tfie She ofLoo, of 
Trc, and of Hao; that is, the Book of Poetry xvus recovered from

[).] Lew ilinb caUlogue* of tire Works in the imperial ii^ry 
of the earlier Han dynasty coniraencci, on tiie She King, wUh a 
CoUeetton of iltc three Texts in 28 chapters * whicli is foUowed by 
two Works Ilf commentary on the Text of l^>o,* The fanner of 

n»T«iufi>(M, litem was by a Shin of whom we have eonte 
account in the Literary Biographic* of Uan.* He waa a native of 
Loo, and had received his own knowledge of the odes from a scholar 
of Ts'e, called Fow K‘«w.pih» He wa* resonml to by many disci- 
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plea whom he taught to repeat tlie odcs^ but wlibout entenng into 
dtacuasios with them oa their interpretation. ’When the fi«t em¬ 
peror of the Han Jviiasty waa paseing through Loo, Shin foUowod 
him to the capital* of that Slate, and had nu iaterriew ?rith him. 
The emperor Woo,‘® in the beginning of hia reign (B.C. 1S9), <ent 
for him to court when he was more than 80 ream old; and he ap¬ 
pears to have aurvived a considerable number of years beyond that 
advanced age. Tlie names of ten of his disclplea are ^ven, aU men 
of eminence, and among them K'ung Gan-kwotL A little later, the 
most noted adherent of the school of Loo waa a Wei Biieit, who 
arrived at the dignity of prime minister, and pubilabed ‘the She of 
I>oo in Stansas and Liriea’^‘ Up and down in (be Books of Uan and 
Wei are to be found quotations of tlie odes^ which must have been 
taker from the professors of the Loo recemlon j but neither the text 
nor the writings on it long survivetL They sre eaid to have perish¬ 
ed during the Tsin dynasty (a.d. 465—419). HTien rte catalogue 
of the Suy Ubrory ivaa made, none of them were existing. 

[li.] The Han catalogue mentions hve different worim on tha 
She ofTs‘e,” This text was from a Y'uen Koo,^ a native of Ts‘e^ 
-n*Te«»«rT«v. sbout whom we learn, from the same chapter of 
Literary Biographies, that lie was one of the Great srhoUrt of the 
court in the time of the emperor King ^B-C, 155-—142),‘* a favour¬ 
ite with him, and specially distinguiabed for tits knowledge of the 
odes and. his advocacy of orthodox Confucisn doctrine. He died in 
the next reign of Woo, more tlmti 90 yeara old; and we are told 
that all the sdiohirs ofTs'e who got a name in those days for their 
aoquainiancs with the She sprrang from hU schtmL Among his 
disciples was the well known name of HOs-how Ch'e-oh'ang,^ who 
communicated his swiuisilions to How Ts‘ang/* a native of the 
present Shan-tung province, and author of two of the Works in the 
Han catalogue.

reroalneiL It continues, entire or nearly so, to the present day, and 
later on in these prolegomena there will be found passages of it

The Work U lost.®* He bad comiiHinioBted 
his knowledge of the Sh^ however, to atiotber Maou Chang, 

or the Lesser Mnou,**—who a 'Great acboJar' at the court of 

king Keen of Ho-kSen “ This king HEen waa one of the most 
diligent labourers in the recovery of the ancient Books, and present¬ 
ed Maoiia text and the Work of HlUtg at iIib court of the emperor 
King,—probably in b,c- 129. Chang biuiudf publwhed his *Bk. 
planations of the She,’*® in 29 chapters, which still remains; but it 
was not till the reigti of the enip«ror P4tig ( A*n. 1—3)** Umt liaoua 
leoenBion was received into tlie imperial college, and look ita pLaco 
along with those of Loo, Ta'e, and Ron. 

The Chiaeac critics have carefully traced the line of scholara who 
had charge of ktoouV text and cxplunalioTiB down to the reign of 
P*ing;—Kwati Ch’ong-k'ing, Heae Ten-Bijen, and Seu Gaou.®* To 
Sen Gaou snceecdiid Gb'iti KeaU,“” who waa in office at the court of 
the usurper Wang Maijg (a.o. 9—22). Ht trftiuimitted his tpeasiirea 
to S^y Man^'ing « who liimstlf commented on (he She; and ftom 
him they pawed to the welhktiown Wei King-chnog or Wei Hwan^** 
of whom I shall hove to speak in the next diopter From thb ti^ 
the moat bmous scholara addicted Ihemselvea to Maou’s texL KSa 
Kwei (a.ix 35—101) jrablLshed a Work mi the ‘Mcanmg and Difli- 
cuitHsa of Maoo's She,'» having prcviotialy ccrujiUed a digest of the 
differences between its text and tUosc of ibc other three tecensions, 
at the command of the emperor Ming (a. 0- 56—75).*^ Ma Yung 
fl&—165) followed with another commentary and wo 
arrive at Oblng Heuen, or Cli'iog K'sng-shing, who wrote hw 'Sup-

nanccSi* was oiilv oornpiled in the reign of the emperOf Wdn of the Hon 
djiiaftty (I1.C..179—155). Tlictcholars entrusted ^vjth the work did 
their best, we may suppose, with the ToaiorlalB at their cororamd. 
They mode much uae, it ia evident, of Menclna, and of the E Le, 
The Chow Le, or the'Ofhdid Book of Chow,’ had not then beau 
recovered. But ficither in Mencioa, nor in the E Lo, do we meet with 
any authority for the fttjitcruent before us. The Shoo tnentions 
that Sbtin every fifth year made a tour of inapection through bis 
einpira; but there svere then no odea for him to e^tamine, ta to him 
and hia niinifiter Kaou-yaou i& attributed the iintt rndlmcntary 
attempt ar the poetic art.^* Of the progreues of the soverdgna of 
the and Yin dyuaatics wo liove no informatioii and Ltiore of 
the kings of Chow'were made, we knowj only once in twelve years. 
The statement In the ^ Royal Ordinances,' therefore, was probably 
based only on tradition, and is erroneous in Uie frequency of the 
royal progrentes which it arturti^. 

NotwithEtandiiig the difficulties which the text of the La 

Ke, however, 1 am not dbpOBed to reject it altogether. Tt derives 
a certain amount of confinnntion from the passage r^uoted in the 
last chapter, p. 4, from tbo 'Official B<iok of Ohow,’ showing iliat 
in the Chaw dynasty there was a collection of poems, under the di- 
visioiis of the Fung, die Ys, and the Sung, which it was the busi* 
ness of the grand inuaie.mBster io beach the Diualclnns and the 
clevea of the royal schooL It may be granted than, that the duke 
of Chow, 111 legulatiiig for hla dynasty, enacted that the poema pro¬ 
duced in the differeiit feudal Slates should be colJeeted on tlie ocea- 
■ioua of the royal prggresevs, and lodged Thereafter smong the 
archived of the bureau of music at the royal court Ttie same 
thing, we may presume a/ortwr^ would be done with those pro¬ 
duced within the royal domain itself.

Wo ore obliged tosupposo 
that the princes vauld be attended to the places of rendezvous by 
their music-master*, carrying with them, the poetical composidoni 
collected in their several regions, to present them to their superior 
of the royal oonrt. 

5. By means of the above arrangement, we can understand how 
the poems of the whole kingdom were occuTnulated and nrranged 
among the arclitves of the capital. Was there any provision f^ir dis¬ 
seminating thence the poems of one State among all the others?

some way effected. Throughout 
the ‘Narratives of the States* and the details of Tso K'ew-ifiing on 
the history of the Ch'nn Ts*fiw, the officers of the Stntes generally ore 
presented to u* a* familiar not only with the odt.-* of their particular 
States, but with those-of other States as well- They appear equaliy 
well acquainted with all the Parts and Books of our present collec¬ 
tion; and we saw in chopter I., p. 5, how the whole of the present 
She was sung Over to Ko-chah of Woo when he visited the court of 
Loo. My opinion ia that there was a regular communication fVom 
the royal court to the courts of the various States of the poetical 
pieces, which for one PcaMn or another were ihotight worthy of 
preserveeton. THis ia nowhere ezpn!e*Iy hut it may he 

argued by onologv fi'oui the account which we have in the ‘Official 
Book of Chow' of the dudes of the hUtoriographenj, or reeordera, of 
the Ezterior. ‘They had charge of the Histories of all the State*; 
of the Books of die three August [rulers} and of the five emperors. 
Tbe)' communicated to all part* of the kingdom the writings [in 
thalr ch argo}.'* For wan t of full er info rm atlon it ia not easy to give a

came the common posaeision of the cultivated daaeea throughout 
the whole coimtiy. The doemnentary eridintoe of the fact is scanty, 
owing to the imperfect condition in which the Booka of Chow were 
recovered during the Han dynaaty, and so we have no special tneU' 
tion made of the odea In the p&saagea of the ^OfScul Book,' which 1 
have adducecl; but that they, as well as the other writinga which 
are vaguely specified, were made known (o Loo, Ts'e, Tain, and aQ 
tlie other States seems to have the evidence of analogy in Its favour, 
and to be necessary to account for the general familiarity with them 
which, we know, prevailed. 

€. But if the poems produced in the several States were thim 
collected in the capital, and thence again disseminated throughout 
the kingdom, we might conclude that the collection would iiive 
been far more extensive and complete than we have it now. The 
Hw Urt miUitfna bl wnallnesBof itis to be accounted for by the disorder 
H mu ud ^ 1 ,j coiifuaion into which the kingdom Ml after 

the bipee of a few reigns from king Woo. Royal progresses ceased 
when royal governiocut fell into decay, and then the otles wens no 
longer collected.* We have no account of any progress of the kings 
during the period of theChHin Ts'liw. But, before that period, there is 
a long gap of 143 years between kings CU’iiig and E, covering the 
reigns of K‘fliig, Ch'sou, Muh, and Rung, of which we hove no 
poetic memofiais, if we except two doubtful pieeea among the sscri- 
fictal odes of Chow. Tlie reign of Hi^ou who succeeded to E i* 
similarly un com memo raietl, and the latest ode* are of the time of 
Ting, when a h undred years of the Ch*un Ts'dw liad still to run ihi'ir 
cuune. I cannot aup|MNK: but that many odes were made and eob 
lecusd during the HS years after king Cli^ng The probabiUty « 
thst they perished during ibe feeble and db(urt>ed reigns of 
E,* H&aoti, Ij.,* Hid !,«. Of tim reign of the first of these wc have 
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only fiV4i pieces^ of itll of wittcb Choo eonaidit» lUc dote to Ue no- 
oortBiii; of that of die aecODd« aa haa been observed ubove^ we have 
no mo}tiona1&^ all; of that of the third we have only one piece, 
which ChoOy for apparently good reeaoiis, would nadgn to a e>on> 
atdojvbty later date. Thou follow four pieceo, the dare of which ii 
quite iinoertain, and eievoti, as»gned to the reign of Le,—«ome of 
them with evideiit error, To Lc'a auccooded the tong and vigoroua 
reign of Seuen (b.c. 6i8~T81) when we may sup^iose that the aii' 
dent cnatom of collecting the poems was reviTe<l, SubseqtienlJy to 
him, all was in the main decadence and dtaotJcr, It woe probably 
in the latter part of hia reign that Ching‘k‘oou-foD, oti ancestor of 
Confudus, obtained from ihe Gratid music master of the court of 
Chow twdve of tlie sacriiicial odes of the previoiia dynasty, with 
whioli be returned to Sung which was held by represenfativea of 
the Oouiw of Shang, They were used there in sacritking to lh« old 
kings of Sliang, and were probably taken whh liietii to Loo when 
the K'uog family aubsequsnily sought refuge in that Slate, Vel 
of the twelve odes seven were lost by the time of Corifudus. 

The general eoiiclusion to which we come ta that the existing 
Book of Poetry is the fragment of various collections made during 
the early reigns of the kings of Cliow, and ndiled to at Intervals, 
es]iecially on the occurrence of a prosperous riitr, fu scoordaitce with 
the regulstioii which lias been preservo'l in the 1^ Ko, How it b 
that w« have in Part 1. odes of nut more than a doacn of the States 
into which the kingflom was divided,* and that tin; odes of those 
Statea extend only over a short period of their liisfory;*—^or these 
things we cannot account furtiicr tlian by saying that such were the 
ravages of time and the results of disorder Wo can only accept the 
collection ea it h, and be tlinnkful for IL It was well tliat Confu' 
dlls was a nalive of Ixio, for such was the poairion ol that Slate 
emoug the otlters, and so close ita relaiicns with the royal court, 
tliat the odea preserved in tt were probably more nuiiicroiia and 
complete than anywhere elsei Yet we cunriot accept the statement 
of tile editor of tlie Suv cutalogite adduced on page 3, that the 
existing pieces had been copiwi out and arraiig^ by Che, the 
miisic-inAster of Looi, unless, indeed, Che had been in office during 
the iMyiniod of Confucius, when, as w« have seen, the collection 
was to be found there; aubfitantielly thtr sam« as it U now.

morality. Nothing has been such a itumbUng-blodt in tlie way 
of the reception of Cboo He's interpreiation of the piece* a* the 
readiness with which he attributes a licentious meaning to ihow 
of Book TII-, Part I. But the reason why the king* in ihair 
progresses had the ode* of the different State* collected and presented 
to them, was 'that they might judge from them of the tnanners 
the people,’ and so oonie to a diMuaion regarding the government «d 
moral* of their rulers. A student and translator of the odes has sim¬ 
ply to allow them to speak for themselves, and Has no more reason 
to be sorprised at the language of vice in some of them than at the 
language of virtue in many otheia. The entgmaiic saying of Con* 
fuciua himsdf, that the whole of Mhe three huudied odes may be 
■ummed up in one sentence, — iritAotrf rfqjniriiy,’*® must be 
understood in the meaning whlcii I have given to it in the translation 
of the Analects. It may very well be said, in harmony with ali that 
J have here advanced, that the ode* were collected and preaerred for 
the ppotuotion of good government and virtuous mannare. The 
merit attaching to them b Uint they give ue Eaithful picture* of what 
was.good and what wsa bad in the political State of the countiy, 
and in the social habits of the people. 

8. The piece* in the collection were of course made by individu¬ 
al* who pommsed the g^, or thought that they poeerased the gift* 
of poetical oempositioa.

aid with two doubtful exception*, all the twrificial Song* of Chow. 
Of the 160 piece* in Pt 1- only the authorship of the Sd of Bk. 
which ha* |u*t been refeTred to, can be aeaigned with certainty. 
Some of the other*, of which the btetorical interpretation may bo 
cowidered a* anflicieiitly fcxed, aa the oomplwnta of Chwmng Kbang^ 
in Bkk. III., IV., V., are written in the fir»t person; but the author 
may be pCMonaung hia subject. In Pt. II., die 7lb ode of 6k. IV, 
wa* mode by a KSa'fbo, a noble of the royal Slater but we know 
nothing more about him; the 6th of Bk.

She, the occasion and authorship of many more of the ode* mn 
given; but I am not inclined to allow much weight to it* 
teatimeny. It wlBbc found in the first appendix to thin 
chapter, sa It is pubitelied in every native ediaon of the Book rf 
Poetry of any pretensions, and te held by a great prop^mn ctf the 
•cholme aa an authoritative document. In the body of this volume 
1 have shown in a multitude of case* the unsaliafactoriniy of tho 
view which It would oblige t» to take of particular odes. There are 
few western Sinologues, I apprehend, who wiU not cordially concur 
with me lo the pruidpte of Choo He, that we must find the mean¬ 
ing of the ode* in the ode* themselves, instead of eccepting the 
interpretaticn of them pven by *0 know not whom, and to follow 
which would reduce many of them to absurd enigmas.

Tbit 
gives us some account of the nature and origin of poetry in geuetaJ, 
and of tlie different Paiia wtdeli compose tlie She. But Choo should 
have gone farther. In what U left of the preface to Uie A'lson b*«*.

If we allow tb&t, when 
M«o» first mnde public hie test^ titere were prefeiory notes Mcotii' 
panjing it, yet Hwang mnst hare mnde targe additlorie to these, is 
Msou htmseir, in the opinion of Ch^ing K'ang-aiting, bid previously 
done. 


Since the time of Choo He, many eminent schotafs, such as Ten 
Ta‘an in the Sung dynasty, and KSang Ping-chang in the present, 
adopt the first sentence in the introdaction to each otle as what 
constituted the origittal preface, and whicTi they do not fed at 
liberty to dispute. They think that «o much wna prefixed to the 
odea by the historiographers of the hingdom or of the States, when 
they were first collected, and they would maintain likewiae, I sup¬ 
pose, diet it bore the stamp of Tss»*h@a. KSiang callii these brief 
sentences *the Old pTeface’ and 'the Great preface," and the fuller 
explanation which Is often appended to them, and which he feels at 
liberty to tjuestionp he csHb 'the Appended preface,* and *the Little 
preface* 

After long and extensive investigafion of the subject, 1 have no 
hesitation in adopting the freer views of Choo He, 
wthtTictes. f with a condensed account of which I conclude this 
chapter;^ 

'Opinions of aehotars are much divided as to the authorship of 
the Preface. Some ascribe it to Oonfijcius;*® some to TsKe-hBaj and 
some to the historiographers of the States. In tlie absence of dear 
testimony It is impossible to decide the point; but the notice about 
VYei Hwang, in the literary Biographies of the Han dvnsatics,*' 
would seem to make tt clear t hat Hie Preface was H ts work. ' We mas t 
t^e into aeoount, however, on the other hand, the atatetneut of

MflOU Appeared with bis text, and that he broke it up. prefixing fo 
each ode the portion belonging to It The natuial cotidusiim 
is that the l*reface bad come down from a remote period, and that 
Hwang merely added to it and rounded it off. In accordance with 
this, scholars generally hold that the first sentences in the introdnc* 
tory notices formed the original Preface which Maou distributed, 
and that the following portions were subsequently added. 

'This view way appeer reasonable; but when we examine fchoee 
first sentences themselves, we find some of them which do not agree 
with the obvious meaning of Uie odes to whi^ they are preyed, 
and give merely the rash and baseless expositions of the write™. 
Evidently, from the first, the Prefix* was made up of private specu- 
iationa end conjectures as to the subject-matter of the odea, and 
ooQstituted a document by itself, separately appended to the text. 
Then on its fi»t*appearance there were current the explanations of 
the odes which were given in connexion with the texts of Ta*e, Loo, 
and Han, so that readers could know that it was the work of later 
hands, and not give entire credit to lt.» But when hteou no 
longer published tbe Preface as a separato document, but each ode 
appeared with the introductory nonce es a portion of the text| this 
seemed to give to it the euthority of the text tts<d£ Then after the 
other texts disappeared and Maoo*s had the field to itself, riiis 
mesni of testing the accuracy of Its prefatory notices no longer 
existed. They appeared as if they were tbe production of the 
poets themselves, and tlie odes seemed to be made from them as 
so many themeo. Scholars,handed down a falih in thein from one 
to another, and do one ventured to express a doubt of their authori¬ 
ty, The text was twisted aod chiseled to bring it into accordance 
with them, and nobody would undertake to say plainly that they 
were the work of the Bchutan of the Han dynai^.'

1., L U K^ng giv^two 
jo 6 tanc 4 .>s utuler this ca»e^ where ifie members of different lines in the 
same stanza rhyme;—I k X., % 11, 2, 4, and III. iL VIIL 0, a -5,6, 
Without sperifying any additional chameterbfics of die rhymes, 
which the minute research of native sehotars hna pointed out, it is 
to observed that in all the Parts of the Slie, there are niultitudes 
of lines, sometimes one, and sometiznes morCi which do not rhyme 
with any otheia, in tlie ^me stanza, while k Part IV'., Hook 1., 
there are at least $ pieeto in which there is no Attempt at rhyme at 
all. Even in the 4tli and 5th ararizas of IIL L VX, and the 4th 
stanza of iiL XI„ it is only by a riotezit exercise of poetic license 
that we can make out any rhymes. We may consider such disre¬ 
gard of rhyme as au approach in Cliiiieae to the structure o! blank 
verse} but while every other irregularity k the ancient odea has 
met with iintbatom, I am not awere that this has received any 
favour.

We ^ come to a subject eoooinpsawd with perpkxitoj but much 
has ^ done by native scholars to unfold ita complicationa and to 
enable us to imdeistand how the Chinese spoke and rhymed in the 
remoto age of the Chow dynasty. I will endeavour to give a brief 
»d ci^ vmw of the result of their reaearchee in a law paragrepha 
following the method of my own mind in Its endcmvoure fogLp 
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the subject, and giring'in Tiotea the fuller iDformaticD nfhUli vi itl help 
others to comprehesid the procets» and acquiesce in the cojicluaioru.

of rbj'ming tiie odes was first rwiticed to a ^siem by Woo Yih, or 
Woo Ts'ae-laon,’ a scholar pf the Sung dynasty, a little earlier than 
Choo Ue. He published a Work, which I have not teen, under the 
ntme of Yun-poo, which we may translate *The Hbyme-mejider.’ 
Hr. Wytie obeerres upon It, that Mt is cbiefiy valued ss being the 
earliest attempt to investigate the theory of the anoient sounds, but 
it ia said to W a very produetion.’* Whatever condtuioiia 

Woo came to aa to the ancient sounds, be appears to have de¬ 
termined that, in teading the She; the sundard pronunciation of 
his own day was to be adopted, and that, wherever words, evident¬ 
ly intended to rhyme, yet did not rhyme aocordijig to that stan¬ 
dard, then the pronunciation of oiis or more of thani should he 
cha))ged, and a rhyme effected by WsA ytm, or poetical license, 
nurcaaonabie ss this method was, and improciTcable in any alpha* 
betic language, practicable only in the ideographic Clihuso. It found 
multitudes of admirers and followeia. Even Choo He, we hare 
seen, adopted it; and Seu Oh'on of tlie same dynasty bus given it hs 
his opinion, that *it was not till the Rhyme-mender wospnhlisinfd that 
the pieces in the Book of Poetry could he regarded as poems,'* 

But tha discrepancy between the rhymes of the She and ihoee 
which bad subsequently come to prevail was patent to suJiolars long 
bdor* the Sung dynasty. Ch'ing Heuen himself wrote s treatise 
on the subject;* and, all through the time of the Tljrife kingdoiti^ 
the Tsin, and other dynasties, on to the T‘ang, various wrlleTi gave

1, My object in tranalBUng the Book of Poetry aa b portion of 
tbe Chinese claastca does not require that t ahould attempt any 
estimate of the poetical value of the pieces of which it b composed} 
r^wiMiTsiw^uuMiM, and I touch a|M>n tim aobject only iu a alight 
and cursory manner. Tim Roman Catholic mimioitariea, who were 
the ftret to introduce the knowledge of Chinese literature into £tiro|fe^ 
expressed themselvia with astouishuig audacity on the merit of the 
odes. In tb« treatise on the antiquity of the ChiotiM with which 
the * Memoirs ctmcgmitnl IsM cominenee, it is said:—^'Hia 

poetry of tim Shaking is ao beautiful aud liannoniuus, tba 
lovely and subUme tone of antiquity rules in it so ooutinuallji, it* 
pictures of manners are so naive and minute, that all thtwe charao- 
terUti(« give Biifficient aftestntioti of its authe&dcity. The lem can 
this 1*0 held in douht that in tlie following ages we And OO' 
tiling, I will not say eqnsl to these ancient odes, but nothing 
worthy to be compared with them. We are aot sufficient connois* 
acun to pronounce between the She^king on the nnv side and 
Pindar and Homer on the otlieri but we are not nfmid id say that 
it yields only to the Paalnis of David in speaking of Uie Divinity^ of 
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ProvidefiB!, of Tinner At, -wilh > maffnificence of exprwtfuotK and 
■u elovsliou Oif ideas which maLe the j^uMtoiia coltl with teiror^ 
ruviah the apirit, and df*w **’•= sphere of the seosea.' 

Such laitgungc w ahaurtlly extraTagaiit^ and wo are (ofiiptod to 
doubt whether the writer who Qsed it wold hare had much ao 
nuainianoe with tho pnema wtiich bo Wauila. And yet it would bo 
wrong to go U> the other extreme, and liuny to them a very oonii<kr 
able degree of poetical merit. 1 1 ta troM that many of tlttm, m Sir 
John Davie haa aaid,' do not rite above thu most priintlive stiuplicityf 
and that the principal iiktereal which the i^llection poweascs ari^ 
from ita pIctonM of iiianneio. Tol there ara not a few piece* which 
may tie road with pteaanfo from the pathoo of their deacriptiona 
tlieir expreswono of natural feeling, and the holdoeao and frequency 

of their fignre*. , _ ,

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But ih« eatUest commentary on the cnle* is modem as compered 
with their Aiiitquityf and what, it is to be preaitmed, lie calls the 
minute commentur often dtffeni from it Mh. Evoij critic of 
eminence, indeed, has his own t04sy on whoile odee and panlciilHr 
BtAiizas and liuee. 1 have not dtdivered myielf to any commoniary. 
Where the linos are now and then alt but uniiitelligiblfiv we may 
suspect some error in the text-—^lo commentaiy will be foond to 
throw any autiafoctory li^ht upon them. But upon the whole, the 
Book of Poetty Is easier to coust.roe than the Book of flistorv;—it is 
much eaEier than the poetry of the T'*ng ood.subeetfuetiC dynasties. 

My object has been to give u version of the text which ohould 
repreaetit the Tneaning of the original, without additioo or pant’ 
phrase, as nearly as I could attain to it. The coUeotion as a wliole 
b not worth the trouble of versifying. But with my laboum before 
him, any one who 'ts willing lu utidertaho the labour may present 
the pieces in ‘a faithful metrical version.' My own opinion inclines 
in favour of such a venrton being as nearly literal as possible. In 
BauienV 'God in tlbuiry/ Book Ilf., obap. V., poetical ver^nsare 
given of seTerol passages from the She, which that various writer 
calb *The Book of Sacred songa' Versified, firat in Germau, from 
the Latin iranslation of Lariiarme, and again from the Gennan version 
in Engibh, if the odes from which they are taken were not pointed 
out in the foot-ttotee, it would be dlificulL even for one so familiar 
with the Chinese text as myaelf, to tell what the originals of them 
were. Such productions are valuelisa, either as iudicationa of the 
poetical merit of the odes, or of tlte sentiments expressed in them. 

3. Nothing could be mon* simple than the bulk of the odes in the 
first Part A piece frequently conveys only one idea, which b re^ 
PMaOuftiM tn pustcd it) the Several stanau with little change in 
wni«t<if<* af II- the language. The writer wishes to prolong hb 
ditty, and he clFects his purpose by the aubstitutioQ of a 
rhyme, after which the pmcoditig stansa reappeam with no other 
change than b rendered necessiu-y by the new term. An amusing 
insunoe b pointed out in the 3d ode of Book XIV., whore the poet 
b reduced, by the necessities of his rhym^ to say that the young of 
the turtle dove are seven in number.

East from Gliding, and south of the Ho, was Sung, a dake^ 
dom held by descendants ^ the royal family of the Shsrtg dynasty. 
North from Sung was the mamjitiaaie of Ta*aou; and north from it 
again was Loo, held by the descendant* of Tan, the famous duke of 
Chow, to whose poiiticnl wisdom, in mueh as to the a-arlike enter* 
prire of hb brother king Woo, was due the Cstablitihmant of the 
dynasty. Conterminous with the northern border of Loo, and extend¬ 
ing to die waiera of what la now called the gulf of Pih-chihde, was 
the ]K>worru| Slate of TsV Yen, titentioned in 111. iii VIL 6, lay 
north and oast from Ts'o. The subject of that ode is a msnjuia of 
Han. who appear* to have played a more noticeable part in the time 
of king Seuen, than any of liis family who want before or came af 
ter him did, Ui* principality was on the vreat of the lio, covenng the 
present depuitiitent of T^ui>g*ohow, SheU'Se, and pefhapa some ad*- 
jauemt territory. TJie ode conuneneea with a reference to the U* 
boun of Yu which made itif! country capable of cultivatjon, hut 
much of it must still have bt'en mnnh and forBSt in the time of king 
Seuen, for nientiou ts made of its large streams and meres, and of 
llie multitudes of its doer, wilJ-cau. and ligsrs.

Tiie Sacrifices to Yu, and hb descendanta, the sovereign! of 
the HSu dvnaafcy, were tnaiutained by the lords of Ke^ who were 
coneequently 3a«i,« but that State is not mendoned b the She. 

All tbeao princes held their lands by royal grant at the 
inencemeiit of the dynasty, or subBequently. 1 have touched ^gbt- 
ly on the duties which they owed to the king of Chow as their sna^ 
;«f.io in tile prolegomena to the Shoo, pp. 19T.19S; and 1 do not 
enter further on them here- A more appropriate place for ^hibit-

God nppenr* eipeciolly m the ruler of mm nnd thu lower worm.* 
He appointed grain for the nmifishmetit of all.* He w*tch« eape* 
cially over the oonducl of kings, whose moot honourable designation 
b that of‘Son of Heaven.'^ While they reyerenee Him. and ad- 
miniflter their high duties in Hie (ear, aud with refearence to Hia 
will, taking HU ways aa their pattern, He mainiaiiw them, raeUu the 
eweet savour of their olFeruiga, and bltsses them and their people 
with abundance and general prosperity-* When they become im- 
pious and negligent ^ their duties, He punishea iLaio, takes from 
them the throne, and appoints others in their place.* HU appoint¬ 
ments come from BU foro-knowledge and fore^rdination.* 

SomeGtnes He appears to array Hitnj*elf in tetrora, and the coets* 
of aU providence U altered, i** The evil in the State u ascribed lo 
Him,*® Heaven U called unpitying.** But this is HU strange work; 
ill judgment; and to call men to repmitam^” He hat<^ noons; and 
it U not He who really causes the evil lime;—that U a oonaequenco 
of fursaking the old and righi ways of goTeroment-^ In gt™g 
birth to the multitudes of the people. He gives to them a gotwl n^ 
ture, hut few are able to keep it, and hold out good to the eod.1 
In one ode, H, viL X,, a fickle and oppressive king ia called Skaag 
T* in better irony. 

While the ancient Chinese thus believed in God, and thoi con¬ 
ceived of Him, tlwy believed in other Spirits under Him, some pretid- 
ing over hills and rivem, and otlicTs dwelling in the heavenly bodlea. 
In fact there was no object to which a tutelary Spirit might not at 
times be ascribed, and no place where the approachw of spirituai 
Beings might not be expected, end ought not.to be provided for by 
the careful keeping of the heart and ordering of the oonduct-^ 1« 
the iegeud of How-tseib (Hi ti. i). we have a strange story of bis 
TOOiher’t pregnancy being caused by her treading on a toe-print 
made by God. In Hi lit V. a Spirit ii mid to have been aeot 
down from the great mountaina, and to have given birth to the 
prineea of Foo and Shin. In IV. k [t,] Vlil, king Woo is cele* 
brated as having attracted and given repose to all tpiritual ^ug*.

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e<iren to the Spiriis of the Bo ud the hi^heet mountdiiis. Id H. t. 
IX., the writeTf wheti deploring the sufferings caused to tlie Sutes 
of the eoat by mugoVL-mmcni and oppression, suddenly ruses a 
complaint of the host of heaven;—the Milky way, the Weaving aU- 
ters (fhTW stara in Lyra), the Draught oxen (some ataratn AquUa);^ 
Luetfer, Hesperus, the Hyades, the Sieve (part of Sagittariua), and 
the Ladle (also iaSegittan'iwJ;—all idly ocottpying their placet, and 
giving no help to the afflicted country. In no other ode do we 
have a similar exhibition of Sabian views. Mention is made in 111* 
iii. IV, & of the demon of drought; and wa find sacrifices offered to 
the Spirits of the ground and of the four quarters of the iky,“ to 
the Father of husbaudey,” the Father of wi*r,>^ and the Spirit of 

the path-^® _ 

Thae last three, however, were probably the Spirits of deptrtw 
melt, A belief in the conrinued exialeuoe of the dead in a spirit* 
Slate, and in the du^y of thffli descendanta to maintain by rdigioiia 
worship a connexion with them, have been cbaracteriitJco of the 
Chinese people from their first appearance m biatoty, fhe Brat 
and third Books of Che Inst Part of the She profesa to oonaial of 
ucrificial odea used in the temple service* of the kings of Chow and 
Shaog. Some of them are songs of praise ajid tlianlngivtng; aome 
arc songs of supplication; and others relate to tbo cirGUtnatanoe® of 
the service, deafiribing ih® occasion of it, or the parties present and 
engaging in it, The siiceators wonhipped are inviUsd to oom® and 
accept the homage and offerings presented; and in one (IT* L p.] VIl.) 
it is said that 'king Win, the Btcaser/ has descended, and accepted 
the offeriug®. 

The But «tan» of III. I T, describes king Win after hii death as 
being ‘on high, bright in heaven, mwetiding and descending on 
the left and the right of God/ and the Sih ode of the same Book 
affi'ms that Win, bU father, «id grand-folher, were wsodated m 
heaven. The early Chinese, w I hive just aaid, did not aupposo 
that man ceased all lo be, when his mortal life terminat^ Wo 
know, indeed, from the Tso-chuen, that soeptwiain on this point 
had begun to epreaJ among the higher classes before the time of 
Confucius; and we know that thewsge himself would neither affirm 
nor deny it; but that their dead lived on iu another State waa cer¬ 
tainly the belief of the oiriy agte with which we have now to do. 
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M it is Still Ihe belief of tbe miijoirity of the Chinese people. 
But the She U ee sHent us the Shoo<k!Dj^ so to eiiy puuiUve retribu> 
lioa hereii/Ver, There ere rewends etid for the good eAer 

dnath, but nothing U said of any pviniishment for the bad- In one 
ode, indeed (U, v, VIII. 6), a feelfog betraya itself in the 

writer, thit alter every other metliod to deal with proud aLanderere 
had failed, Heaven might execute juadoe upon them;—but it may be 
that he had only their temporal punUbment In view. The syatem 
of an^trsl worship prevented the devalopmeiifc of a different view 
on this subject. The tyrant^oppreesor took His piece in the temple, 
there to be ffmated, and wnrabipped, and prayvd tOy in his proper 
order, as touch as the greatest bonefacior of liis petvpte- I have 
pointed out, on HL UL IV, fi, how king Seucn, in hia distress in 
eanaetjueJice of the lotig-conttnued drought, prays to bia parents, 
though hb fotiier king Le iiad been notoriously wicked and worth* 
and how endeavours have been made to explain away the thn* 
pie text, from a wUh, proiiftldy, to escape the honour which it would 
seem to give to one so undeserving of it. 

4 . The odes do not spnesk of the worship which was paid to God, 
unless it be incidentally. There were two grand occasions on which 
KkHcWu mmikhuv it was nendcred by the soverdgn,^che summer 
and winter soIsdecs. The winter aacrifioa is ofken d^mibed as offered 
to Ht«ven, and the imnrner one to earth; but we have the testimony of 
Coufuciitt, in the Doctrine of the Jfeap, ck XIX^ that the object of 
them both was to serve 2 b. Of tlie cer oww ioji ^ used o n ibeae 

oct^saions I do not here apeak, as tiicre is nothing said about them in 
the Shu. Wliether beudes these two there were other aacrificca to 
God, at stated periods in the coune of the year, is a point on which 
tltcopiiilons of the Chinese scholars tbemselvei arevery much divided. 
T think that there wer^ and that we have some intimalioti of two of 
them- IV, L [i ] X b addrcffisd to How*tseih, as having proved 
himself eorreUte to H^ven, to teaching men to cultivate the 
grain which God appointed for the nourish meat of alL Tfab was 
sppropriata to a sacrifice in spring which was ofiervd to God to 
Hu litesfting <111 the ftgrioiiUiirpi laboiiri of the y^r,. Ilow-teeibr 
as the ancestor o’? the House of Chow, and the great improver of 
agnculiure, ^ng ueodated with Rim in it IV. L [i.] VlL, again, 
wto appropriate to a sacrifice to God in autumn, in the Hall of 
Light, at a great audience to the feudal princes, when king W«n 
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wai «9oci*ied with RmtI) u b^ng tliB founder of the dvoasty of 
Chow. 

Of the oeremoniet «t the aacridces in the royal temple cf anceetoro, 
in Uie Qret months of the four seaaono of the ycat^ we here much 
iiiibrraaiion in eeverel odea. They were preceded by fasting end 
verioufl purifioetiona on the pert of the kin^ and ttia parties who 
were W esaat in the performance them.^ Tlicre was it great 
coneoaraa of the feudal princEsa,* end much imporiarice wne attached 
to the preeence amotig diem of the representatives of the former 
dynoouea;* but the dutiea of the oooialou devolved fluinly on the 
priflcm of the same aurname os the royal House. Libation* of 
gniiC ofurita were made, to attract the Spirits, and their presence waa 
invoked by a fitoetioiiary who took his place inside the priiicipai 
gate.^ Ihe principal victim, a red bull, wm kilted hy the king 
hijnadf; using for the purpoae a knife to the handle of which were 
actoehed Emslt bells.* With this he laitl bant the hair, to show that 
the animal waa of th« required eolour, inflicted the wound of death, 
and cut away ike fat, which wo* bunted along witli onuthernwood, 
lo increase the incense and fragrance.* Other victinw wenj aumer^ 
QUA and II. vi V. describes aU engaged in the service s* greaily 
oahatisted with what they had to do^ flaying the carenso, boiling 
iheflmh, roast isg it, broiling it, arranging it on trays and aiand^ 
and oetting it forth.* Udics from the harem are present, presiding 
and siniming: music peotaj the cup goes round * Tlic descnptioii is 
as much tbst of a f«a»t is of a socrificej and in fact, thoec great 
Seasonal occasions were whiit wu might cal! grand ffttnily reunioni, 
when Uie duul and the living met, eating attd drinking togetber, 
where the living worshipped the dead, and the dead blessod the liv¬ 
ing. 

This eharaetcriotic of these eereiuonies appeared most strikingly 
in ihe cimom -which required that the departed aucintor* shoiild. lie 
repimieDted by living iadivtduols of the aome snrnatne, choa^ sc^ 
oofdiag to certahi rule* which the odes do not mentjoii. Th^ took 
for the time the pike© of the dead, trostved the honoun which were 
due to'them, and wen supposed to be possessed by their Sptriia. 
They ate and drank at those whom they peraonatw) would havo 
done; aooepted Ibr them the homage rendered by their desceudants; 
cotnmunkatwl Ihcir will to the principal in the mcrifloe or feast, 
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Efid pronounced on him end Hia line ibtir beowUction, l>eing 
ed in tliia poitit by a mediating pHestf a» we must enU bim for 
want of a better tenn* On ibe next day, after a Bummary repeti¬ 
tion of the cereinoTiies of the eacrifie«i these pnsotiaiore of the dead 
were flptjciully feasted, and so, as it is express^ in 111. u. IV,, * their 
happiness and dignity were made complete.* Vfe have an allusion 
to this strange cnstom in Mendna (VL PL L V.), showing how a 
Junior member of a family^ when chosen to represent at the sacrtScc 
one of his ancestors, was for the dme exalted abova h» ddera, and 
received the demonstrations of reverence dne lo the anooitor. This 
custom probably originated under the Chow dynaaty^—one of ihe 
regulations made by the duke of Chowj and subsequently to it, it 

fell into disuK. ^ 

When the sacrifice to anoestoi* was finished, the king fcartod hm 
uncles and younger brothers or cousins, that us all the princes and 
nobles of the same surname with himseH; in anotlier apartrnent. 
The musician* who had discoursed with instrument and voice dor- 
tug the worship and entCTcainmeni of the ancestor^ followed the 
coovivial party, ‘to give their soothing aid at the second bleiwrng.T 
The vianda, which had b«ien providfid, wc have seen, in great abun¬ 
dance, and on which little impreaaion could thus far have been made, 
were brought in from the temple, and set forth anew. The gw^ts 
ifo to tim full and drank to the fxiih and at the conclusion they all 
bowed their heada, while one of them declsred the satUfactioii of 
the Spirits with the services rendered to them, and siaured the king 
nf their fcvour to him and his [waterity, so long as they did nw 
Dcgloct those obwrvanota.^ During the feast the king showed parti¬ 
cular respect to those among bis relative who were aged, 
iheir cups again and again, and desired ihai ^ their old age might 
be bl»od, and their bright happiness ever increased/* 

The above skeloh of the atasotial sacrificta to ancretors shows 1^ 
they were mainly designed to maintain the unity of family 
connejcioo, and inrimately related to the duty of filial piety. Yet 
by means of them the anoeatore of the kings were raised to the 
poaiiiou of the Tutelary Spirits of the dynaatyi and the ane^rs of 
each family became lit Tutelary Spirita. Sovefal of the piaees in 
Part IV,, it is to be obeerved, are appropriate to sacrifice* offered 
to some one monarch, Th^ would be celebrated on [isriicular 
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ooduioiiB connecteJ with bja achicTements in th« pmt. or when it 
waABuppoeed that lib hdp would he ape^Uy Taliiiible in conteis- 
jdated ertterptbe*. 

There were ibo other Bervicea pcrforiaed in the temple of anen- 
iotn which were of ie« fm^iienl ooeurrenoe, end all known bj tho 
name of tt* Thet term true applied in a restricted eeme to die 
anniial aacrifiee of the annuiier BoaMiu; but there were alao *the 
fortunate when the Splrit-tablet of a deeeaaed monareh wb» 
aolemniy set up in its proper place in the tempEiv 35 monihe after 
hb deaih; atid * die great called ilao edebnitcd once in 

S years, when all the anceatoTs of the royal House were sscriScod 
hegitming with the mythical emperor iCuh,^ to whom their 
lineage waa traced There b no descriptioia in the She of the cero^ 
moTiiea oaed on those occasiorta 

With regard to all the cereiaoniea of the ancestral temple, Coufu- 
dua gives the following ircoutit of them and the purpoaes they were 
intended to serve in the Docinoe of the Mean, cb. XIX. 4:—'By 
means of diesu they dUtinguuhed the royal kindred aocording to 
their onler of descent. By arrangitig those present according to 
their rank, they dbttngimhed the more nobie and the less. By the 
apportioning of duties at diem, they made a dbtinedoo of udBiits 
and worth. In the ceremony of general pledging, the infer ion 
presented the cup to their superinra, and tlius something was given 
to the lowest to do At the [concluding] fusst, places weiw given 
according to the hair, and thus was mark^ tho distinction of years.' 

9. The habits and manners of tlie ancieut Chinese gouen^y, aa 
tliey may be learned from the She, will be found set forth in a variety 
of {karticulnra in (he appended essay by M. Edouard Biot, whose 

__ early death was a gmat ttlaintty to the nautie of 

wiwcuiMM^wsUfo Chinese study. It ivas not pomihle for him In 
hb circumitances, and depending so mucfi oe he did on l^barme's 
trutalation of the odes, to avoid failing into aorno tiibtakes. I have 
correctied the most serious of these in brief foot*notes, and also several 
errore—probably mbprints—in hU references to the odi« on which 
bb statements were based. The pioneers In a field and literature 
so extensiTe as the Ohiiiese could not but fall into many devious 
tracts. It b only by degrees that Sinologues are attaining to the proper 
aecuraqr in their representations of the subjects which they take in 
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b^nd. Oq two or Uirt^o pobto I stibjoin some idditionil observe- 
lions.

praise.' She ought not to originate anything, but to bo sattslied 
with doing in all loyal subjection what is proscribed to her to Jo. 
In 11. L I. a bride is C!Om|>afod to a dove, but the |)Omtorcomparaon 
lira in the stupidity of the bird, whose neat conaists of a few sticks 
breughl inartiaticaUy together. It la no Diideaireble thing for a 
wife to be stupid, whereas a wise woman is more likely to be 
a curse in a family than a blessing.

Many wivea in Chinese htstory have 
entered into the ambition of their htubanda, and spulrred them on 
in the path of noble enlerprtMi many more hare sympathised with 
them in their trials mtd poverty, and helped thorn to keep their 
little means together and to make them more L it UL; v. VI IT.; yi 
n., HI., >nd V.; Til Via. and XVL; riii. l.i x. V. and XI., are 
among the odea of the She which gire pleasant picture* of wifely 
affection and permanent attachment. 1 beliere aUo that in those 
early day* there was more freedom of movement allowed to young 
women thmn there b now, aa there ww more poasibllity of their 
availing themselves of It no many centuries before the practice of 
cmapiiig their feet and crippling them bad been introduced. But 
on the other hand there are odea where the wifi^ displaced from her 
preper place as the mistreai of the fiunily, deplores her hard Jot. 
Th«% U no evidence to ekow chat hottourabfe marriages ever took 
place without the interrenttoti of the gu-between, and merely by 
the preference and choice of the principal parties concerned; and

In ode 
Book n.| we see the ladies of some princes harern repairing to his 
apartment, happy in their lot, and acquiescing in the cUffereit{.-e 
between it aud that of thqir mietressL Every feudal prince received 
Ilia bride and eight other ladiea at once,—a younger sister of the 
bride and a cousin, and lltree ladiea fknn eaeii of two great Bouses 
of the same tumnme. The thing is seen in detail in the iiarrstirea 
of the Tso^uen.
